In a further reply the Chief 
Minister said that all the politi- 
cal parties in Singapore were 
ugreed that defence and forcign 
affairs should continue to re- 
main vested in Britaln after in- 
ternal self-government was 
achieved. 

Mr Marshall declared that his 
final alm was for dominion 
status for the island colony, 
preferably dominion status with 
the Federation of Malaya, 

He sald that he had found

Singapore wanted “some basis 
now’ for o permanent political 
relattonship for the future. To 
him dominion status could be 
the foundation for Singapore's 
future. 

Mr Marshall said that it would 
be “a happy day" for him if 
Singapore and the Federation 
of Malaya could seek jointly a 
single constitution of dominion 
status, becauso both couieries 
woud be mutually strengthened. 

He emphasised that. Singapore 
and Malaya were geographically, 
ethnically and economically a 
single unit and the present 
separation of thelr adminisira- 
tions was artificial. 

“Unfortunatery the Federation 
docs not consider the time rignt 
for a joint approach to dominion 
status,” he declared, 

Mr Marshau wno sat in the

defence and foreign’ affairs, We 
believe that.

solution—just to the Unii¢d 
Kingdom and the dom-olons and 
to the aspirations of the people 
of Singapore—which would have 
a permanent value.” 

Asked if he had expected to 
gct “such a degree of satisfaction 
out of his London mlssiun,” Mr 
Marshall smilingly replied: “Al- 
though I am an Asicn, I do not 
know how to haggic, Before I 
put o question forward, I eit in 
judgment on my own desires and 
ask myself what ig reasonable,”

Now York, Dec. 16. 

Syria today demanded 
economic sanctions against 
Israel by the United Na- 
tions and also suggested 
possible expulsion of the 
Jewish state from the 
world organisation. 

The Syrian Delegate, Mr 
Ahmed Shukalry, — told the 
Sccurity Council that a “verdict 
of condemnation” was no rc 
medy against Isracl. 

Ho was putung his country’s 
case to tho 1l-member council 
meeting ot his request to con- 
sider the Isracl raid on Monday, 
in which at least 41 Syrians 
were killed. 

He wurhed the United Nations 
Security Council that “war or 
no war’ was the issuc now in 
the Middle East. 

“This whole attack committed 
by Israel] Js an act of war, 
possessing all the attributes of 
war except the courago and 
bravery of wur,” Mr Shukatry 
dcclared. 

He said the Arab governments 
were “now under great effort 
and labour to face the wave of 
anger and indignation which the 
Isracli attack has aroused.” 

NOT A REMEDY 

Mr Shukalry spoke a day 
afier Egypts Prime Minister 
Gamal Abdel Nasser served 
notice on the UN that he con- 
sidered aggression against Syria 
to be aggression against Egypt 
too, and that such isracil acts in 
the future would be met with 
all Egypt’s armed might. 

The Syrian delegate toid the 
Security Council that a “verdict 
of condemnation” was no 
remedy ogainst Isracl. “it may 
pea my against a party 
with a senso of international 
responsibility” he said. “But 
Isracl has by now a record be 
foe the Security Council.” 

Mr Shukalry charged that 
Israel hou peiaistendy violated 
(the... elples.“-of the UN 
Cnaffer, and “‘addéd © that-per- 
sistent violation could méan the 
expulsion of a member trom tos 
organisation on the Security 
Councti’s reco: tion to 
the General Assembly. 

“Israel's membership in the 
United Nations is thus in ques- 
tion,” he said. “The best I can 
do is toremind the Sccurity 
Council of its competence 10 
apply its authority in this 
matter.”—Reuter, sites

MAN FORGOT—THAT’S 
HOW CARDS STARTED 


By Ronald Boxall 


T all began in the year 

that the finishing 

touches were put to 

Nelson’s Column in 
Trafalgar Square.  Christ- 
mas was coming, and the 
early Victorians were labor- 
fously writing greetings to 
relatives and friends. All 
except one man. 


Sir Henry Cole (then plain 
Mr Cole) had fallen behind 
with his correspondence that 
winter of 1643. There just 
wasn't time to write to all tho 
people who ought to. be written 
to. But the main who founded 
the Victoria*:* and~ Albert 
Museum wasn't to be put out 
by a little thing like that. 


The idea struck him that his 
friends might be content with 
a printed card. Doubtless he 
felt that “after all, it is tho 
thought that counts.” Cards 
would at least be novel. 


The artist Cole chose to de- 
sign the world’s first Christmas 
card was J.C. Horsley, a 
popular painter of his day. 


The result was considered the 
lest word in artistic 
and a thousand copics were 
printed at Summerly’s Home 
Treasury OMce in Old Bond 
Street. Those not, needed by 
Mr Cole were sold at a shilling 
each.

Several of these original 
Cole-Horsiey cards have sur- 
viv and one of the most in- 
t Ing is reproductd here.

Horsley was criticised not 
ently for “trying to wed art and 
manufacture,” but also for “cn- 
couraging drunkenness,” But 
what his critics couldn’t know 
was that Horsley — no matter 
how crudely — had started 
somcthing that was to grow 
into a vast world-wido industry. 


Yet Christmas cards did not 
really catch on with the public 
until about thirty years later. 
This was partly due to the 
crudencss of the cards them- 
setves — many bore no relation 
at all to the festlve season — 
and partly to the high cost of 
postage. But with the Iintro~ 
duction of better designs, colour 
printing, and grectings in verse, 
the card gradually gained in 
popularity. Then, when tho 
postal rates were reduced in

A WANDERER 


The new civilisation which 
Diaghilev had heralded came to 
birth while he was a wanderer 
on the face of war-rent Europe, 
the Impresario of a nomadic 
troupe of dancers which had 
once been the Imperial Russian 
Ballet. The birth~pangs he had 
foreseen cut him off from his 
source of Inspiration in the Old 
Russia, He arrived in this West 
as a ploneer; he dled in Venice 
os a refugee, 


But he and his ballet had not 
lived and wandered In vain, His 
true heir is to be found at 
Sadler's Wells. 


In searching for relics of this 
strange man, Richard Buckle 
met many elderly survivors of a 
glamorous artistic adventure. He 
came upon them !n Paris, in 
dusty over-crowded flats; on the 
Riviera; in London; in “that 
unexplored territory north of 
Holland Park.” 


TREASURES 


Some of them, including 
Picasso, promised to lend their 
treasures and then did not; 
others hod kept nothing from 
the past; George Balanchine had

ings done for Diaghilev, which

A SHOWMAN 


Diaghlley. born In a Russian 
barracks, son of an officer of 
the Imperial Guard, was a 
showman, with organising 
reniua and fanatical will-power. 
‘@ became a one-man Arts 
Council, spending other people's 
money to vroduce works of art 
that pleased his own | taste, 
which was erratic but adven- 
turous. 


He was mean with watters, 
rude to hotel servants, disliked 
by his London tallor, aloof and 
capricious towards his troupe, 
yet capable of occoming the 
gayest of Rood comrades. He 
was a stupendous snob; an 
agnostic who, when the weather 
was bad during sen voyage, 
insisted that his valet should 
fall to his prayers, 


In the depths of the 1014-18 
War the Diaghilev company, 
unable to reagh Russia or 
to get engagements [In France or 
Britain, toured the Spanish pro- 
vircial towns—one-night stands.

The baby daughter of Lvdla 
Sokolova, Diaghilev’s first Emg- 
lsh dancer, must have an opers- 
dion or she would dic. 


LAST RESERVE 


Sokolova had no money. 
Diaghilev opened an old leather

over all the silver. It was his 
last reserve. It was onough to 
pay the surgcon.

He became known as a poct 
at 16; since then has revealed 
oan innate gentus for all the 
tri¢d old lines of publicity, e.g., 
keeping a monkey and a Chinese 
servant, getting taken to the 
police station et Toulon (1038) 
with three friends (respectively 
singer, artist and film actor) 
accused of illicit use of drugs;

en which Cocteau later wrote a 
book. Six Syrians were arrested 
at the same time; this appears 
te have had no connection with 
French culture. 


In 1923, after the death of 
his great friend, Raymond 
Radiguet, Cocteau went for long 
walks with Maritain, the dis- 
tinguished Catholic philosopher. 
But the walks did not lead him 
Into the Church. 


ADORED 


He wrote novels and illus- 
trated them; devised ballets— 
The Blue Train; Death and the 
Young Man, but did not dance 
in them; wrote plays; designed 
ledels for Rothschild’s wines; 
was adored by fashionable 
hostesses. 


He was often outrageous, but 
always knew how far he could 
go too far, sath :

shoulder charge as a feature of the game, while other countries, particularly on the 
continent of Europe, have shown a distaste for the practice. 


There are “pros” and “cons” 
for both points of view, One 
thing Ia absowiely defiaite, that 
is, that the Britlsh atutude la 
strictly in accordance with the 
laws of the game, and many 
knowltdgeable folks feel that If 
the current efforts to ban charg- 
Ing of the goalkCeper are suc- 
cessful it will be the thin edge 
of a wedge that might eventual- 
dy lend to o still wider prohlbi- 
Uon of charging. 

To appreciate the different at- 
titudes between the soccer com- 
munities in the Home countries

In Britain the goalkeeper was,

That's why I think — there 
should be an unemployment ex- 
change for footballers, As soon 
ns a player went on the transfer 
Ust, his name would be = sub- 
mitted to this body. They would 
flx the feo, bearing in mind his 
ub!lity, and also how many more 
enrs of football there would be 
eft in him 

Having fixed the fee, the 
player would be informed which 
clubs were interested In his 
services, then—as indeed fs the 
case now—he could make his 
choice, 

Under the present system, he 
docsn’t know anything until his 
club chooses to release the In- 
foremnation. 


1 think tn this way we would 
come a little nearer to the ideal 
of having transfers centralised, 
with a certain portion of tho fee 
being ploushed back Into the 
game, Instead of going to the 
club who “owns” the player. 

You'll notice I use the word 
“owns, because that is how 
most professional footballers look 
on the present set-up, 

T can recall tho case of a 
famous International footballer a 
few years ago who went on the 
Ust.
